Stockholm, Fune 1. We are now thorough'y appriz’d 
of the Refolution taken in the Affembly of the Stares 
beld on the 22d of laft Month. It was therein refoived 
to offer Ruffia that Part of the Ducby of/Finland which 
lies beyond the River Kimini, and to elect the Bifhop of 
Lubec, proyided this Propofition was accepted before 
the rgth Inftant; and that the Court of Ruffia ander- 
took to give a fuitable Satisfaction to the King of Den- 
mark. This Refolution was approv’d by the Senate, 
the grand Committee, and the Order of the Clergy ; but 
that the Peafants remain'd firm to their former Decla- 
ration in favour of the Prince of Denmark; notwith- 
ftanding that, upon the Acceffion of the Order of Bur- 
gefles to the former Refolution, an Offer was made to 
the Peafants, that if they would likewife accept it, the 
three other Orders would immediately. join with them 
in the Eleétion of a Prince of Denmark; which Propo- 
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fition they reje&ted with great Contempr, adding, that } 


rather than they would depart from the Point of the 
Eleétion, they would fecede from the Dyet. We expect, 
with Impatience, an Account of the Reception this Pro- 
pofition met with from the Plenipotentidries of Ruflis. 
Capt. ferd, who lately arrived here from Abo, af- ; 
fares us, that és pet the Ruffian Fleet bad nor reach’d 
the Coafts of Finland, which was attributed to their 
mecting with contrary Winds; and it was therefore 
hoped, that the Plenipotentiaries at Abo would have 
Time to regulate the Preliminaries of Peace, before any 
Engag’ment happens; which would be equally agree- 
able to the better Sort of People in both Nations. 

Madrid, May 21. The King has given the French Am- 
baffador, the Bifhop of Rennes, his Nomination to aCar- 
dinal’s Hat ; which is not likely, however, to be foon of 
any great Ufe. The Marquis de Villarias, one of our Se- 
‘eretaries of State, has had feveral Conferences with the 
Count de Dehn, Minifter Plenipotentiary from the 
King of Denmark ; which Negotiations are {aid to re- 
late to an approaching Alliance with the Northera | 
Crowns, which, if the Affurances of the French Mini- 
fter fignify any Thing, cannot fail of being higbly ad- 
vantageous to our Court; and yet the ablett of our Mi- 
nifters aliedge, that Experience thas fhewn thefe Sort of 
Treaties to be equally burdenfome and ufelefs. Atrer a 
general Council had Vee held on.the Difpatches receiv’d 
from M. de Ponce, Commandant of the Regiment of 
Burgos, Orders were fent him, to fignify to the Male- 
contents, that if they would return to their Coiours, the 
King would fufpend his Orders, and fuffer them to re- 
main in their own Country. 

_ Rimini, May 28. The Duke of Modena, fince his Ar- 
rival here, bas had feveral Conferences with the Coust 
de Gages, and the other Spanifh Generals, in order to 
concert with them the Motions proper for the Army to 
make ; in Confequence of which, Orders were iffued for 
the Troops to hold themfelves ready to march. On the 
18th, they were repeated, and the heavy Baggage was 
fent away to Viterbo. This Morning they are march’d 
towards Lugo and Bagnacavallo, but they have left ja 
great Part of their Provifions here. 

Bologna, May 29. As the Spaniards are retiring with 
great Precipitation towards Orbitello, fo the Auftrians are 
in full Purfuit of them. The Croats, Pandours, and 
Huffars form the Van Guard, and, which is more than 
we expected, the Piedmontefe Troops are likewile in
